Defeated in the justice court at 
Redlands in the first court move in 
the frosted fruit battle, growers 
fighting the state “crystal test” re- 
gulation decided that the fight will 
go into the superior court at San 
Bernardino on a writ of habeas corp- 
us. 

Justice Peter Mclver, overruled the 
demurrer of the defense and ordered 
the trial of C. M. Brown to pro- 
ceed. No date for the trial was set. 
It would be days, however, before the 
case could go to a jury in the 
justice court, and then weeks before 
the superior court could be reached 
on an appeal. 

“The delay in securing a superior 
court ruling will make it imperative 
to bring a habeas corpus, action,” 
said F. ‘A. Leonard, member of the 
firm of Leonard, Surr & Hellyer, re- 
presenting the defence. “This habeas 
corpus” action will be filed at once— 
probably Thursday, in this way the 
case can go to the superior court at 
once for a decision.” 

Say Regulations Unconstitutional 

The growers will fight in the su- 
perior court the entire regulations 
of the State Department of Agricul- 
ture on the ground they are uncon- 
stitutional. 

Another important angle to the 
situation tomorrow will be the con- 
ference in Los Angeles to be attend- 
ed by shippers, newspaper men and 
state and county officials. An ef- 
fort will be made at this conference 
to modify the state regulations, 

Case Wednesday was that of “The 
People vs. C. M. Brown,” and was 
admittedly a test case to determine 
whether the ruling of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is legal or not, 
was called. The state was repre- 
sented by Edward E. Leighton, at- 
torney for the Department of Agri- 
culture, and John L. Campbell, as- 
sistant district attorney, County 
Horticultural Inspector J. P. Coy, 
Assistant State Director F. W. 
Reed, and Inspector Warner were 
present for the state. 

Defense was represented, by Geory 

Hellyer of the firm of Leonard, 
Surr & Hellyer. 

Many Packers Are Present 

In the courtroom were many pro- 
minent packers and, shippers of Red- 
lands and neighboring citrus cities. 
J. D. Langford and Harry Chase of 
Riverside, who also have cases pend- 
ing on similar charges, were among 
those present. 

Attoreny Hellyer moved dismissal 
on the grounds that the facts stated 
in the complaint did not constitute 
a public offense. He attacked the 
law as unconstitutional upon sev- 
eral grounds, stating the law was 
vague and the ruling of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture wholly unwar- 
ranted. He referred to the Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture as a man who | 
has assumed unto himself powers | 
not even vested in the legislature. | 
The prosecution made it clear ei 
did not rest its case on the so-called 
“crystal test,” but on the broad pow- 
ers claimed for the director of the 
State Department of Agriculture to | 
adopt regulations governing the ship- | 
ment of the fruit. This power is | 
given in the fruit standardization 
law, it is claimed by the prosecution. 

Unable to attack the “crystal test” 
because the state elected not to stand 
on it, the defense opened attack on 
the entire regulations, with the dec- 
laration it was unconstitutional to 
set up such rules. 

Demurrer is Presented 

The defense presented a demurrer, 
asking for the dismissal of the case.

Mrs. Stanley states that the time is 
fast approaching when all teachers 
in the lower grades will have to pass 
the same standards required of the 
high school teachers, and that Will 


C. Wood, state superintendent of 
schools, is working towards the 
standardization of salaries for 
teachers so that the reward of the 


elementary teachers shall be as great 
as those of the higher grades as he 
feels that as great, or greater skill 
is required in the elementary grades 
as in the high schools. He contends 


that in the elementary grades the 
foundation is laid for the higher 
grades and if it is a faulty base 
the results in the higher grades will 
not be up to standard.

PHASES OF RURAL LIFE 

NE of the barriers said to be in the way of 

community progress is the presence of transient 

residents. It is clear to see the reason for this. 

Those who are here today and there tomorrow 

are not the ones likely to be interested in the per- 

manent development of a community. Civilizations 

could never have been established as well as they 

have but for the factor of permanency. Tribes that 

wander here and there never make any progress, and 

apparently little contribution to the world’s stock of 
ideas, 

It is easier to see a need than it is to prescribe a 
remedy. The remedy in this case seems to be, first, 
a better understanding of the importance of rural 
life to the nation. Cities have too long taken or as- 
sumed the place of primary importance. The crowds 
and the noise were confused with realities. Public 
opinion is certainly veering around. The rights of 
rural life are today sounded forth more than ever. 
The agrarian movement is continent wide. In the 
second place more practical support must be given 
the rural needs. The nation has spent untold millions 
to encourage certain industries. What about farm- 
ing? Many prime yovng men leave the farms and 
take other and more remunerative employment. Un- 
der the present conditions it is little wonder the more 
successful farmers seek better advantages for them- 
selves and their families. A tenant takes their place 
to keep things going. He, as a rule, has no special 
reason for interest in the community life-—Manitoba

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SHIP SUBSIDIES And NAV}GATION 


LAW 

FTER the hundreds of millions of dollars spent 
by the government to establish an American 
merchant marine, which does not function, the 
proposal to ‘‘remunerate’’ private ship owners— 
another term for subsidy—by a cash bonus, to be 
wrested from the taxpzyers, will not arouse great en- 
thusiasm in the breasts of the ones to be so mulcted. 
At the same time it is planned to subsidize the water 
carriers those ashore are to be deprived of the 
guarantee as to earnings which a beneficent govern- 
ment approved when the railroads were returned to 
their owners. As a matter of fact, American-manned 
ships cannot compete with the British, Japanese and 
Dutch in the carrying trade because of the fact that 
the foreign bottoms are operated on a more economical 
basis than those flying the American flag. This is 
largely due to the present navigation laws which, so 
restrict the American shipowners that they are under 
a heavy handicap. Instead of an individious sub- 
sidy the onerous. navigation laws should be amended 
so as to allow freer scope in the manning of American 
ships. Theoretically, it is fine to have American 
crews on American ships, but it is a costly procedure. 
Congress sought to overcome this difficulty by provid- 
ing, in the Underwood tariff bill, that America 
should charge five per cent more duty on goods im- 
ported in foreign ships than on those imported in 
our own vessels. But it was never tested. It meant 
the disrupting of a score or more of treaties, several 
of a hundred years duration, and President Wilson’s 
hesitation to enforce the law has been followed by a 
like attitude on the part of his successor. Truth is, 
the plan is not feasible; congress acted without a 
‘ull knowledge of the situation. The subsidy scheme 
is more direct, but at this time, when the lowering 
of taxes is imperatively demanded, a bonus of the 
nature suggested is not likely to be popular with

Also, Switzerland is a tourist country, and 
its currency is swollen above its needs by expendi- 
tures which normally are a source of profit, but now 
are a source of embarrassment of riches, although

In less degree we are subject to the same conditions. 
Already we have more eredit and currency than we 
need, and constantly more is pressed upon us. AIl- 
ready unemployment is with us, as with Switzerland, 
and the remedy of our lawmakers, as of Switzer- 
land’s, is to enact statutes hindering that interchange 
of goods which provides the natural and best stabilizer 
and corrective for disordered international exchanges. 

The range in the quotations of dollar exchange is 
limited to the comparatively negligible cost of send- 
ing gold or supplying gold, credits. Switzerland is 
too small and poor a country to finance its distressed 
neighbors, and it is without our means of proportion- 
ing currency to the needs of ecommerce by retiring it 
when excessive, or expanding it by billions to meet 
any approved demand. In particular we are favored 
over Switzerland by our ability to provide the world 
with the goods it wants, whereas Swiss commerce is 
largely luxury trade at a time when the world is 
economizing.

How futile such action appears to be, 

after the harm is done. It is like the operation 
of locking the stable after the horse is stolen. It is 
like a good resolution on the morning after the night 
before. And yet we must have investigations. Some- 
where in the structural features of that roof that 
gave way under a load of snow was a vital weakness 
‘or which someone was responsible. The investigation 
may help to uncover the faulty construction. <A 
check on all of the details of that building may dis- 
close the fact that someone along the line didn’t do 
his job right. He was impressed with the idea that 
a roof is designed to protect from the elements but 
he took only into account the usual conditions. He 
failed to prepare for all of the possible contingencies 
that might arise in respect to that particular roof, 
making it several times as strong as needed for any 
of them. He hadn’t in mind the human element. 
His carelessness had cost many precious human lives. 

We were impressed by a story a few years ago 
about C. C. Teague, manager of a great lemon grove 
property at Santa Paula at the time of the freeze of 
1913. He is said to have figured scientifically how 
iwany smudge pots were absolutely necessary to pro- 
tect his lemons against the worst possible frost, as 
might be expected to occur in the light of human 
experience based on the earliest records of cold 
statistics for Southern California. After reaching his 
conclusions, he multiplied the number by three and 
installed that amount of protection. The result was 
that the great Limoneria company made the biggest 
profits of its history during that fateful year. 

The man who plans safely for the future is the 
one who figures against every possible contingency 
and then doubles or trebles the strength of his pro- 
tective measures to insure success. But now and then 
there is one who takes the chance that the funda- 
mental weakness of his armour will never be dis- 
covered and the result is a toll of human lives.— 
Riverside Enterprise. 
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TIMBER IN TEXAS 

HE HOUSTON POST takes its state to task for 

lagging behind in forestry work, and compares 

its appropriation of $20,000 last year for this 

purpose to the $1,000,000 appropriation by New 
York, $860,000 by Pennsylvania and $398,000 by Cali- 
fornia, with a total appropriated by thirty-two states 
of $4,065,434, and coneludes: 

“Texas shows an increase in 54 per cent, but 
the state’s total of $20,00 is insignificant com- 
pared with that of many of the other states, 
and stands out in disagreeable contrast when it 
is considered that Texas is one of the first of 
timber produeing states, and has as great an 
interest in timber conservation as any other. 

“The fact that Texas has possessed for so 
long resources of forests that seemed in- 
exhaustible has doubtless contributed to the 
comparative lack of interest in forestry work 
here. But Texas cannot afford to lag behind 
other states much longer in this respect. The 
end of Texas timber resources is in sight, un- 
less prompt steps be taken to renew them.”’

Mt. Whitney, 
for one, but mountain peaks are fairly well able to 
take care of themselves, especially when they contain 
nothing which can be exploited. An observer in the 
Kast will hardly escape the suspicion that somebody 
already has his eye on the wealth of lumber so care- 
fully ommitted from the survey.

The speaker cited several examples 
to show conclusively that orchard 
heating did really pay. 

As to how much the temperature 
may be raised by orchard heating, 
the speaker stated that in govern- 
ment experiments they had succeed- 
ed in bringing the temperature up 
from 5 to 7% degrees. 

Mr. Young promised the growers 
that he would be in a position next 
year to give them more accurate 
forecasts on each night’s tempera- 
tures, telling each grower within a 
degree or two of how cold his grove 
will get during the night. 

Must Save Water 

In his address on the water situa- 
tion in the valley, Mr. Jones stated 
that unless effective measures were 
taken to conserve our water and use 
it more economically, the valley’s 
water supply would be so exhausted 
in a few years that it would be in- 
sufficient for the needs of the grow- 
ers in this section. Accurate sur-|- 
veys have shown, the speaker stated, 
that the average yearly rainfall on 
the San Antonio watershed measures 
only about 45,000 acre feet. There 
are many years, however, when the 
total amount used every year, for 
irrigation and other purposes, is 
40,000 feet, leaving only 5,000 acre 


feet of the yearly average to waste 
or lose. But if there came several 
dry years in succession, the speaker 


suggested, if the water supply were 
depleted by 40,000 feet and replen- 
ished by only 9,000 feet for several 
years in succession, it would be 
pupmped so low that it would not 
supply the demand, and it would take 
three or four wet years to get the 
supply back to normal. 
Flood Control 

And in addition to this dire need 
for every available ‘drop of water 
there remains to be considered the 
fact that every inch of flood water 
that is conserved and sunk at the 
mouth of the canyon lessens the dan- 
ger from floods. He reminded the

Modern Agitators Work Along Lines 
That Would Rid Orient of 
“Clinging Vines.” 

About the only thing of modern 
times to which China has not laid 
claim as being so old in that country 
that it was outworn and discarded 
centurics ago, is the new woman with 
a magazine of her very own, pub- 
lished in the interest of her develop- 
ment. This publication, observes the 
Pittsburgh Dispatch, called the New 
Woman, boldly states as its object the 
reform of the old society to give a

HAY FEVERITES MADE TOWN 


Chance Discovery Had Great Effect 
on the Building Up of 
Petoskey, Mich. 

A most unwelcome visitor ig hay 
fever. With its advent a vast army 
of hay feverites move northward; 
some to the Maine woods, some to 
Mackinac island and points farther 
north, and many to Petoskey, Mich., 
or its immediate vicinity, which 
seems to be a most popular camping 
ground for sufferers from the “hay.” 
We met a real old lady there a few 
summers ago, who told us that she 
believed she was the first person to 
discover that the Petoskey atmos- 
phere had a curative effect on hay 
fever; she was a sufferer with that 
disease herself and more than fifty 
years ago, she said, she and her hus- 
band were en route by boat from Chi- 
cago to a point much farther north 
when they were driven by a violent 
storm into the bay at Petoskey, where 
they remained for two or three days, 
during which time she noticed that 
she was entirely free from hay fever. 
At that time the medical profession 
was giving hay fever an extensive 
study, so when this lady and her hus- 
band returned to Chicago they relat- 
ed their experience and suggested 
that as Petoskey was so accessible to 
Chicago, the hay feverites form a 
colony and try out the place the next 
summer, which they did. They found 
Petoskey a straggling Tndian village, 
with positively no accommodations for 
visitors, but as time went on and peo- 
ple continued to go there each year 
for hay fever, it gradually grew into 
a flourishing up-to-date town with sev- 
eral thousand inhabitants.—Cleveland
